It was agreed that while both MARQOWICZ end BAX were attending louvain 
University it would be undesirable to have then interrupt the term. 
AaUXTCHDC was informed that the matter of the tmvorwry replacements was 
under consideration. He made no comment.

definite assignasnts on the proposed study, but rather an atteagrt to 
evaluate the «™<m« as an individual. ABBAHTCHIK reiterated hie praise 
of Mi. nominee , then suggested that perhaps it wcnld be more advantageous 
If he, ABRAWCHIK would leave the and the case officer for a 

private discussion. The undersigned stated that such a move was un- 
necessary, but as tbs suggestion cams from AHRAHTCHIK It night be better. 

A91AKICKIK was further informed of our suggestions in altering 
the presentation perhaps starting with the WQRIl) WAR II Belorussian 
emigration »»h government, prefaced by a outline of the cultural aspects. 
ABRAKTCHIK lAected that this was purelyjhechanical detail of the study 
and g he»M be discussed between the case officer and CU He stated 
that as far as he was concerned ary decision at which wa arrived would be 
satisfactory to hi*. 

Concerning VAKAR studies now in possession of the Agency, ASAKTCHIK 
noted that he personally torn VAKAR and that the studies which had been 
produced under the auspices of HARVARD UHIVEBSIK, were not accurate, a 
fact VAKAR himself bad adaittad to ABRAMTCHIK.

It. POLITICAL OCtUNBi Daring the entire coarse of the conference 
laiAKTCHIK appeared critical of tbe AMERICAN COMMITTEE. This was a 
reversal of his previous remarks node to the undersigned at m earlier 
contact at which time he had nothing but praise for the AMERICAN COMHITTEB 
and its eenbers. He inslnaated that ADMIRAL 3TBVEUS saa not too-vell 
qualified for the job aa chairman of the AMERICAN CQMfETTKE, noting that 
•be (ADMIRAL SISVSNS) was only in Moscow and there fore was aore prone to 
accept the Russian point of view*. He felt that 3TKVHJS woe being badly 
advised by "aisaophtlss*- He stated that almost the tw cooditlan existed 
in the EAST EUBOFSAH FUND and TBE FORD PCUKDAUCM where money was being 
given to Russian>erleated groups while the natlonalltiae were being ignored. 

AHUHTCMK then used Kfflai3KI to illustrate bis thesis of 
Russian Influence. He sold that K5USNSKI was a eon ousted and held in 
disrepute by •his ski people" jet he was often consulted on the emigre problem 
by t he AMEBIC AH CCttOTTBE. He added that several times in Paris, BABBUha 
and AHrittfcftl dismissed the nationality problem. At these nestings KE2&SSKX 
appeared favorably inclined to the nationality question. Bov according to 
ABRAMTCHII, he has token an anti-nationality approach. This inconsistency 
in Buaslar emigre thinking Is reflected In the policy of the AMERICAN 
CQriCTTSS. 




ABBAKTCHU sewed particularly upset by tbe fact that the MACS 
conference has failed to produce any results. Although he did not section 
what he expected, be did sty that *^r own people are laughing at us*. It is 
as erased ty tha undersigned that AEBAKTCHU neons his apposition is tak ing 
this op p ortu nity to ridicule bin for cooperating with the AME R ICA N CGMOTTEE. ■»: 
The a ttitu de displayed tgr ABRAKTCHIK on the problem of ths AMERICAS 
COMMITTEE may be on indication of the thinking of the other groups which 
participated in the faneilatian of MASTS. According to ABtAMTCHIK, the 
fact that the groups agreed to combat Bolshevism is fine for tae present, bat . ■/ 
the thinking should be expanded to Include the solution to the nationality 
problem after tbs defeat of Bolshevism. Without this end product, the 
policy is short-etghted. 

On the subject of L J AERAHTCHIX noted that STANKIEWICZ 
did not accept ths position os tbs chief of the Byelorussian Section hut 
bad decided to remain with ths newspaper. He told the undersigned esse officer 
that ZUK*HErZELEMICZ had been designated os the alternate, but has not been 
able to obtain his visa from tbs West German Republic to moke the trip. 

5. OFESATIGKAL* AfEAtfTCHIK was told that tha unavailability of 
JA3KIEUICH at the designated time in Munich fostered a cancellation of 
ths new teem. He was further informed that the amount of tine remaining 
did not allow for training of. the c andi d ate s to our satisfaction. Me 
dfcd not wont to run an operation merely for tbe sake of having an 
operation. 1B8AKTCHIK agreed with this explanation and added that he ’'*• -si* 
personally felt that oar training period was not adequate and should 
be extended to about one year. He illustrated this remark by making 
reference to the Soviet agent training system. This turn in the conversation . 
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proridod AHHAKtCHIK with the perfect opportunity to bring op the perpetual 
Cadre School controversy. 

6. CADRE SCHOOL! HRAWCHIX was quite strong in his oft-repeated 
plea for the Cadre Sc h ool. Be said that such a school should hare 
about 30 eon, easting approodamtely *10,000 annually per nan. These 
■an should he trained In the AMEKICAH eye tea of govammeat, its basic 
pfaUosopid.es, history and organisation in addition to diversionary 

and espionage tasks. He oontioned that in the event of open conflict, 
these sen, properly trained and oriented, would do ante in Byelorussia " 
than $0 quickly-trained agents* Ho said that hacanse these sen would 
be of a higher type, they could rally indigenous support about than, 
which AERAKTCHXK Maintains is present. 

He then began to recant the economic benefits to the United States 
once Byelorussia be e sne independent. He noted that because noet of the 
people in the Byelorussian government would be AMERICAN trained or 
oriented, it would be in a favorable position to Invest in Byelorussia 
and enjoy prlvelsged trade rights. The undersigned informed ABBAHTCHIK 
that the p re s ent circumstances sere most unfavorable far any large- 
scale, long-term inrestseot. Reluctantly, ABBAHTCHIK dropped the subject. 

7. HBCHilTIWi The case officer informed AiRAhTCHIK that the 
possibility of continuing a BEDSOI type recruitsenfe in BUiupe was now 
1 apnea! bln. He mas asked to elaborate on his provitraa statements that 
there were maty potential candidates in tbs Western Hemisphere. 

ABBAHTCHIK stated that he did not know why we did not attempt recruiting 
in this hemisphere, noting that the argum en t offered by CL -U e»g. 
it would be Impossible to re m o v e these young emigres from use scene 
without arousing suspicion, was invalid. Be stated that approximately 30 
yuing Byelorussians are now in the AMSUCDI army. He added that the 
candidates could be withdrawn under the same cover. The natter was not 
pursued any further. 

8. nfftSOHAla ABBAHTCHIK stated that he had a personal natter to 
discuss with the case officer. The undersigned asked him the nature 
of this matter and AHtAHTCHIK quickly replied that ha needed *1,000 
imgedlatdly end would we grant him the sum. When asked why be needed 
the money, be stated that be still bad many more organisational trips 

to make throughout the UNITED STATES and the Byelorussian organisations, were 
running out of money. He further stated that his wife had a recent 
operation for appendicitis and he wanted to send her sway for a rest. 

Be felt that this money would help him in doing that. The undersigned 
case officer was sympathetic to the plea, but informed ABBAHTCHIK 
that under present financial restrictions it would be almost impossible 
to undertake such a grant. However, the matter w-’iAfbe referred to 
Headquarters for consideration. 
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
